bibliography. A new community is a form of urban planning designed to 
relocate populations away from large cities by grouping homes, 
hospital, industry, and cultural, recreational, and shopping centers 
to form new, relatively autonomous cities or towns. In the United 
States there are about 30 of these large-scale developments in 
progress. Until recently housing developers have concentrated their 
attention on architectural and economic aspects, but now there is a 
shift in attention to study the social aspects involved. The idea 
that the physical environment is a major determinant of society and 
culture is questioned. The issues of job security, work satisfaction, 
adequate income, family life, the avoidance of social isolation, 
peace of mind, and mobility are more pressing than those of the 
physical environment. This bibliography is directed toward 
exploration of just such issues.
